J. A. MacLeish Aud P. F. Vinebçirg^Lrad Opposition Forces 
To Victory In Mock Parliament — Held Last Night 
In Union 'Ballroom — R. Flood And B. Waterfield 
Of Maedonald College Lead Government Forces -» 
Amalgamation Seen As No Cure To Problem — 
Claim Would Cause Economic Disrupture' 

Ï AUNCHING a vigorous and spintedvaj^k on the idea of any 
amalgamation of the two CaffiaS^Hway systems as a 
cure for the present transportation problem, His Majesty's Loyal 
Opposition, headed by the Rt.-Hon. J. A. MacLeish and the 
Hon. P. F. Vineberg, ousted the Government by a majority vote 
of two at the Mock Parliament held last night in the Ballroom 
of the Union. The Government forces were led by the Rt.-Hon. 
S. R, Flood and B. Waterfield, both of Maedonald College. A. J. 
Marshall was Clerk of the House. 

BUI Introduced 

Introducing the Government bill 

"That tills House favours the Amalga- 

malion of the two Canadian railway 

systems" the Rt. Hon, Robert Flood 
jt^yc a brief survey of the financial 
fSpndition of the Dominion, It Is a 

necefsity, -he stated, that Canada keep 

her credit intact, so as to be able to 

float loans abroad and thus develop 

the country. With a depressing rail- 
way problem such as exists today, the 

P°^^^fô^â|Ë^iijÉ^ Is. doubtful.: Tlie. 

CanaSi^rnN^wnal Railway system an- 
nually contracts a deficit of $100,- 

000,000. This financial burden is a 

terrific one, he stated, and is a serious 

hindrance to the financial integrity 

of Canada, 
By amalgamation. It has b«(n;\nod- 

erately computed that there^pntbe a 

savlDg of some $55,000,000 a year. The 

.speaker went on to criticize the Duff 

report, which emphasized the contin- 
uation of the two competing railway 

systems and the establishment of a 
: tribunal to regulate affairs so as to 

bring the greatest cooperation between 

them. This report is simply shifting 

this burden on to future generations. 

Our task, stated the Premier, is to set- 
' lie the problein;now. Another c:iample 

of the wasféfâness of the ' present 

system is'itlie 'duplication of the lines. 

Through raifoyxparts of the' country, 
tgoth" systetiis rud their • lines very .<loM- 

to each other. Involving a waste. Amal- 
gamation woiild not however decrease, 

but increase services. 

Evil of Vnemployment 
The Rt. Hon, J. MacLeish, Leader 

of the 'Opposition, then took the floor, 
: H ^lSi^^llthe fact that the greatest 
Vc^SU|S^^Mtaion would be to 

tltralpin^^^ut of work, and con- 

sideïïîig theWamilies, this would mean 

that some 200,000 people would bé 

without ^he' means of subsistence. 

"What we should do to solve the 
! transportation problem is not to amal- 
^ gainate the railways but to stimulate 

our foreign trade and thus Increase 

the traffic of the railway. i^e,VGpv- 

crnment should endeavour towlmulate 

trade by an active policy. 

Ruinous Snbsidy 

• Tlie Rt. Hon. Bafill»Waterfield stress- 
ed the fact that the . unemployment 

caused by allowing' tlie two railways to 

continue competing would exceed in a 

short while that caused by amalgama- 
tion. The government is at present 

subsidizing a raUway system that wiU 

never pay its own way. This has been 

a continuous and heavy drain on the 

taxpayers' pockets. Ho stressed the 

advantage of having a monopoly in 

the railway system like in all other 

public utilities. Complete efllcienoy in 

the railways depends upon thé exist- 
ence of one system. The speaker then 

went on to discuss the necessity of 

recapitalization of the CiN.R. and 

stated that this could only be affected 

by amalgamation. 

No Panacea 
;j.j,oThe Hon. 'Phiilp Vineberg, of the 
■'Opiwsition then took the floor. The 

whole history of Canadian railways 

has been - one of amalgamation he 

stated, and yet we still have our rail- 
way problem. It 'has not proved to be 

ft panacea to amalgamate, as history 

shows us/. Moreover amalgamation will 

not lead to a decrease of lines, but ac- 
tually an increase. The point is that 

the deficits of the . OJi.R. are due to 

past debts contracted, and no matter 

what happens these 'old ..debts must be 

met whether, we have amalgamation' 

or not. Figures show that ithe actual 

running of the C.N.r/ shows a surplus 

every year. 

; Lines Actually Congested 

Should wo scrap our lines, just be- 
cause in slock séàsoiis they aren't . all 
used? In certain months of the 'year* 
the railway lines aire aotutdly : 'con- 
gested, during the crop movement sea- 
son, and .some of the wheat even has 
to be moved through Buffalo and New 
York. Scrapping our lines would only 
give greater part of Canadian traffic, 
to the United States. 

Vineberg then touched lightly on the 
important factor of bus and truck 
competition. These have taken a large 
part of the railways' earnings away 
from them and amalgamation 
wqiildn't help the case any.
